HE CHANGING PARADIGM 
FOR CREATIVE DESIGN 


ecause TRADITIONAL BUILDING has thrived during its 
first ten years, I can’t resist the temptation to look back and 
attempt to find some deeper meaning that would further 
explain our economic survival. The fact that we've grown 
from a rather modest 24-pg. black & white tabloid to a hefty 180-pg. 
4-color magazine must reflect changes that are taking place deep within 
our culture — changes that are being reflected in the marketplace. 

If I had to pick a single trend that is propelling change in our 
marketplace, it is the new way in which property owners, developers, 
architects, and other designers have come to regard the 2,000 years of 
western building tradition to which they have fallen heir. | 

For much of the 20th century, schools of architecture taught the 
" Architect as Creative Artist" paradigm. Students were told that each 
work had to be something identifiably NEW — a bold personal state- 
ment that bore the indelible mark of the designer's creativity. Consid- 
erations of context and how the users of the building would react to 
the space were subordinate to the designer's display of creative genius. 
The resulting “in your face” attitude created many of the disasters in 
the built environment which we are stuck with today. 

I was first introduced to this attitude in 1974, shortly after I had 
founded The Old-House Journal, when | received a letter from an archi- 
tect who informed me in forceful terms that he would never subscribe 
to a journal devoted to restoration. “I won't do restoration work; it’s 
just not creative!” he declared. 

However, the changes in public attitudes towards traditional archi- 
tecture have forced many designers — however reluctantly — to 
abandon this sort of intellectual posturing and pretension. Fortunately, 
many other architects, on their own initiative, have risen above their 
narrow “Architect as Creative Artist” training and have come to 
embrace a wider view of their mission: what I call “Layers of Meaning” 
architecture. 

Whether it is restoring a landmark structure or designing a new 
building by interpreting historic precedent, the best of today’s design 
professionals understand they are not solo artists working in isolation 
in a studio, but rather stewards of the public environment. A bad work of 
art can be hidden in a basement; a building that is inhumane or a bad 
neighbor is not disposed of so easily. | 

Though architectural-award juries still tend to reward controver: 
sial and outrageous designs for their publicity value — and because the 
architectural magazines still tend to pick "original" projects for publi; 
cation — public taste (that is, clients’ taste) is swinging ever more 
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forcefully in favor of traditional 
design. People (including this 
writer) want buildings that dis- 
play an awareness of their place 
in history and which exhibit lay- 
ers of meaning that touch mystic 
chords of memory. 

Ann Beha, FAIA, our Pro- 
file Architect this issue, was se- 
lected for the 10th Anniversary 
Edition precisely because she 
represents, in our opinion, à 
stellar example of the new breed 
of architect. Ann blends restora- 
tion and new design synergisti- 
cally in a single practice — and 
brings to her work sensitivity 
and a sense of connection to 
past, present, and future. Ann, 
like the best of today's design- 
ers, understands, interprets, and enhances layers of cultural and his- 
torical meaning. 

The great interest being shown in The New Classicism, The New 
Urbanism, the new Traditional Neighborhood Developments — and 
increasing CIVITAS — is all part of this same humanizing process that 
has sprung out of the historic preservation movement — and which is 
now revolutionizing architectural design. TRADITIONAL BUILD- 
ING is proud to have played a small role in nudging this process along. 

So, while Frank Gehry continues to walk off with many of the big 
jury-awarded projects with his "Buildings-Are-My-Sculpture" phi- 
losophy, in many ways he is becoming a quaint anachronism. By the 
time TRADITIONAL BUILDING celebrates its 20th anniversary, 
designers who still insist on creating buildings that are inhumane and 
lacking in civitas will find themselves a beleaguered minority — just as 
classical architects were 20 years ago!

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WIT AND WISDOM AT WORK 


Ann Beha Associates focuses on the development of community and 


culture — and architecture as a vehicle for making both more powerful.

Wisdom is the principal thing. At least if you believe fortune cookies or the Book 
of Proverbs. When we profiled Ann Beha in 1993 she said, “We want to show 
wit and wisdom in our use of American tradition. Come back in five years, and 
we'll show you our new buildings." We're back, and wisdom — that coveted 
ability to maximize knowledge and experience — is certainly at work in this 
practice, along with a clever perception that yields original yet enduring archi- 
tecture. The Boston-based practice is larger and broader than before, with new 
design expanding to complement the highly regarded historic preservation and 
renovation work. You might also say that Ann Beha Associates has fine-tuned 
its passion for projects through which the mission of cultural and educational 
institutions can be strengthened by a dose of good architecture. 

"Our common denominator is our strong interest in design, art, and culture 
in America,” says Beha of the 25 people that make up Ann Beha Associates. 
Since starting the firm in 1977, Beha has overseen its growth with a careful eye 
to bringing not only the best design and technical architects on board, but 
architects able and willing to wrestle with the issues of cultural identity. 

Beha graduated in 1975 with an M.Arch. from the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology, waiting only two years before launching a practice. From its 
start, the practice has had a strong emphasis on historic preservation and 
renovation, as well as new design based on traditional architectural precedent. 
This emphasis and Beha’s love of the arts carry over to her activities outside the 
firm. She serves as a board or committee member of the Wang Center for the 
Performing Arts, The Society for the Preservation of New England Antiquities, 
MIT, The Museum of Fine Arts, and Historic Massachusetts. 

Principal Pamela Hawkes, AIA, has been with the firm since 1978. She 
brought a strong building-conservation background to the practice with an M.S. 
Historic Preservation degree from Columbia University and almost a decade 
of work in the field, in addition to her M.Arch. degree. Thomas Hotaling, AIA, 
the firm’s third principal, received his architectural training at the Polytechnic 
of Central London and Washington University and has practiced in both the 
U.S. and England since 1977. 


Agents of Change 


Ann Beha Associates (ABA) has worked on more than 20 museum projects and 
a half-dozen prominent performing-arts and education facilities. Clearly, build- 
ings for what we might categorize as traditional institutions of cultural commu- 
nication and fine arts are a staple of the firm. However, Beha defines “culture” 
— an oft-abused and misused word — in a broad and inclusive way. Religious 
buildings, libraries, town halls, monuments, and campuses all have cultural 
relevance, says Beha. “They can begin a dialog about who people in the world 
really are; where our overlaps are; where our divides are.” The firm's project 
list includes plenty of projects outside the culture with a traditional “C” cate- 
gory. Brown University’s Haffenreffer Museum of Anthropology, the Arizona 
State Museum, Mount Auburn Cemetery, Trinity Church, the Maine State 
House, Roycroft Inn, and Vicksburg National Military Park are a sampling. 
“We look for projects where we can be agents of change,” says Beha. “When 
an institution wants to make a fundamental shift in direction or strengthen its

identity, architecture is a way of confirming that change." An architectural 
solution that propels such change depends on an accurate understanding of 
where the institution stands and what it wants to be. Before a single design is 
drawn, Ann Beha Associates' general rules of research, observation, dialog, and 
contribution kick in. "The first step is to stand in their shoes; to try and dwell a 
little bit in their space," says Beha. Only after this step can the designers expect 
to reach their real goal: a project intimately connected with the intentions of the 
institution. 


National Perspective 


Having developed a stronghold in 
New England, Ann Beha Associates 
has been working on a national scale 
for the past decade. By working on

projects around the country, Ann 
Beha Associates is informed about is- 
sues and developments in a field — 
say museums and galleries — and can 
bring what they have learned and a 
more national perspective to each 
new client. While discounting any 
suggestion that they are experts, Beha 
believes her firm is conversant about 
issues beyond architecture and physi- 
cal space. This is evident in their work 
with Native American cultures, an- 
thropology, and performing arts, as 
well as specific building types, such 
as dormitories, museums, chapels, 
and galleries. Beha says clients are 
"delighted that we speak their lan- 
guage so well," and "quite surprised 
to be getting this kind of help from 
their design professional."

A GUIDE TO FINE STONE CARVING: 


WHEN ONLY T 


E BEST WILL DO 


In these days of mass-produced ornamentation, synthetic substitutes, cheap cast replicas, 


and computer-aided design, hand-carved work may seem like an indulgence. 
However, before writing off the idea altogether, the owner, architect, designer, 


or specifier should keep a few things in mind about carved stone.

Carved stone. Sounds expensive, doesn’t it? Not without reason — carving 
stone is labor intensive, the materials can be rare and costly, the skills required 


are those of a top craftsman or even a fine artist. Stone carvers are keepers of a 


flame that goes back to the very beginnings of humans’ efforts to ornament their 
lives and to recognize the spiritual aspects of their existence. The work of stone 
carvers helped define the ancient Classical civilizations upon which ours is 
based; it gave voice to the religious character of the great cathedrals of Europe 
and the pre-Colombian temples of America; it was an essential ingredient of the 
Renaissance; and it continues to be an effective medium for artistic, religious, 
monumental, or ornamental expression up to our own time. 

But before dismissing the idea of using up a client's budget on carved stone, 
learn a few things about it and who's around to fulfill projects that might require 


it. First, nothing can surpass or even duplicate the look and feel of true | 


hand-carved stone. As sculptor Dan Sinclair points out, “carved stone is good 
to look at, it’s more durable than any of its competitors, and you can choose 
from a selection of beautiful stones from all over the world.” Second, there are 
a number of highly skilled stone craftspeople and artists in the U.S. who are 


prepared to work with architects, designers, or owners to come up with the | 


most creative and attractive designs. And, finally, hand-carved stone, while 
certainly a high-end product, may not be as prohibitively costly as one might 
think; in fact, for one-of-a-kind pieces, it can be directly competitive with cast 
stone. 

At the top of the stone-carving pecking order are several artists who are 
classically trained in the fine techniques of stone sculpture, often either in Italy 
or by Italians. These artists augment their sculpture with commercial commis- 
sions for architectural ornament, fireplaces, monuments, and carved figures or 
portraits. They bring to these commissions not only a high level of skill, but also 
a fine artistic sensibility and a strong feel for design. Here’s a few we talked to 
in preparing this article: 

Dan Sinclair works in his DMS Studios in Long Island City, N.Y. He was 
classically trained over several years in Pietrasanta, Italy, which is the Mecca 


for stone carvers and sculptors. Sinclair was working on a white marble Saint | 


Joseph for a church in Passaic, N.J., when we visited him. However, he said, 
these days the bulk of his work is architectural, with an emphasis on limestone 
fireplaces, for which there is a strong demand. 

Sinclair is preparing a brochure that will offer seven standard fireplace 
designs, but he much prefers to do custom designs from scratch, working with 
the client and/or architect to develop and execute an interesting piece. He can 
produce anything from an elegantly simple Federal design to a reproduction of 
an 18th-century French Rococo fireplace big enough to stand in. Prices range 
from $5-6,000 up to tens of thousands. Sinclair prefers an imported French 
limestone, creamy and fine-grained, over Indiana limestone, which he describes 
as “looking like cement.” Sinclair maintains that he can reproduce anything in 
Western art sculpture, or create | 
any new piece desired. He| 
works from a clay-to-plaster 
model (which he calls a “3-D 
Blueprint") for fine sculpture. 
Once approved, the model is 
scaled up in the final stone ver- 
sion. 

Sinclair feels the U.S. taste 
is not knowledgeable regard- 
ing fine stone carving, and cites 
the impulse to use cast stone or 
machine-cut stone for architec- 
tural purposes. Cast stone is to 
hand-carved stone as zircon is 
to diamond, Sinclair says, and 
computer-aided design just 
can't produce the subtleties of 
a skilled carver. The situation 
wasn’t always so bleak in the 
U.S., he adds, citing the spec- 
tacular examples of stone carv- 
ing that were included in 
American architecture up to 
the Thirties, such as the old 
Customs House in lower Man- 
hattan with its Daniel Chester 
French sculptures and the New 
York Public Library on Fifth

Avenue. Modernism dis- 
misses this tradition as "a 
box with ornament," says 
Sinclair, when in fact the 
carving is integral to the 
design. 

Gerald Siciliano works 
in his Studio Design Asso- 
ciates space in Brooklyn. 
He too was classically 
trained in Pietrasanta, and 
learned the nuts and bolts 
of his trade working with 
Italian craftsmen there and 
at Hoheb Studios in New 
York. He makes periodic 
trips to Pietrasanta to col- 
lect and bring back raw 
white Carrara marble. Si- 
ciliano specializes in cus- 
tom sculpture, 
commissioned works, and 
has recently begun portrait 
commissions. He finds de- 
mand for his work has in- 
creased noticeably since he 
started advertising and es- 
tablished a Web page 
(www.concentric.net / ^g 
sstudio), and he has a brisk 
business in such practical 
applications as fashion 
mannequins through a company called Bernstein Display. 

Siciliano also does some restoration work on architectural detail. This 
sculptor's current project is a 10-ft. abstract whale sculpture of black granite that 
will be the centerpiece of a fountain plaza in a new KPMG building for the 
Mozart Development Corp. in Mountainview, Calif. 

For his carved sculptural portraits or his figurative works that feature 
elements of the human torso, Si- 
ciliano starts with a plaster body 
mold of his subject, which is then 
cast as a plaster positive, with ap- 
propriate manipulation by the 
sculptor, for approval by the cli- 
ent. Siciliano characterizes this 
body-cast technique as a modern 
version of the clay model, and he 
has successfully used it on models 
as young as three years. Once the 
plaster model is acceptable, he 
transfers it to the stone by means 
of a pointing system, which uses 
a triangulation of points. This 
method allows for a same-scale 
translation by means of a pan- 
tograph while enlarged or re-

measured with calipers. The real skill of 
the sculptor comes into play for the last 
eighth inch of the stone, Siciliano main- 
tains. Among other recent commis- 
sions, he created the “Portraits in 
Anxiety” series for Bristol-Myers 
Squibb. Prices range from the $5,000- 
$6,000 level and up into the tens of thou- 
sands. 

Shi-Jia Chen came in 1980 from 
Shanghai to New York City, where he 
studied sculpture for seven years at the 
Art Students League. After a few years 
of working for another restoration com- 
pany, he established B&H Art-in-Archi- 
tecture, Ltd. (B&H = Brain and Hand)

sculpture based on a client’s concept or an original idea. To Chen, the most 
important thing in a project is the challenge. 

Like many of his colleagues, Chen would prefer to be known as a sculptor 
— his current oeuvre includes several impressive figurative pieces carved from 
black Belgian or white Carrara marble — but he finds the success of his 
commercial endeavors leave little time for his own work. Last year, Chen and 
his assistants finished up a big project to restore 12 large Gothic windows on 
Manhattan’s Grace Church. This year, they’re working on another three. This 
requires close collaboration with the restoration architect, Robert Bates, an 
associate at Walter Melvin Architects.

While the stone-carving field is highly competitive, Chen notes, B&H is 
usually able to underbid larger firms. The firm is benefiting greatly from the 
current economic boom in New York, which is generating ample funds for 
restoration work. Recent projects will include carving an ornamental boss for 
the old Cooper Union Building, texturing (to match existing ones) three new 
stepstones for the Metropolitan Museum’s Temple of Dendur, and replacing 
the lower half of the face of one of the great limestone goddesses on the 
Metropolitan Museum’s roof, restoring the facade of a Manhattan brownstone 
acquired as part of the Jewish Museum, replacing marble coping and molding 
for the Smithsonian’s Cooper-Hewitt Museum, and restoring part of the stone 
frieze on Manhattan's historic Trinity Church. 

Michael Fannin of Middletown Springs, Vt., got his training working at the 
Vermont Marble Company under the tutelage of Italian carvers from Pietras- 
anta. He now offers a wide range of stone carving and sculpting services, and 
works in most stone materials — Italian marble (finer crystal for portraits), 
Vermont marble (for most commercial architectural and monumental works), 
serpentine, limestone, and slate — except granites and sandstones, which 
require more elaborate safety gear than his studio is equipped with. His 
business has grown significantly since he started advertising his services, not 
just in Vermont, but across the country. 

He now maintains a lively web site (www.vermontel.com/ -fannin) where 
you can not only see samples of his work, but also breezy anecdotes to go with 
them. He offers a brief brochure, but no catalog because each job is a custom 
one, based on close collaboration with architect and client. Work on such 
projects as memorials can now be done at wholesale directly on the Internet, he 
notes.

Fannin does a wide range of restora- 
tion projects — churches, cemeteries, 
commercial buildings — and offers 
not only carving but also the masonry 
work to support it. A recent project 
was the complete restoration from 
bottom (excavating the foundations) 
to top (carving keystone ornaments 
and column caps) of an 1820s Ver- 
mont bank building. Fannin works 
with one or two assistants, depending 
on the job, but does all the carving 
himself. 

Of course, it’s not necessary to 
engage a classically trained sculptor 
to get high-quality stone carving. A 
number of firms offer good solid 
craftsmanship by professional stone 
carvers. Here's a selection: 

Texas Carved Stone of Florence, 
Tex., offers a range of custom-made, 
high-end, hand-carved stone archi- 
tectural elements. Demand for these 
products is high, according to Bob 
Ragan, the company's head carver 
and co-owner with Mary Condon. 
Largely self-taught, Ragan learned 
his craft first as a bricklayer and 
stonemason in Oklahoma and Texas 
and then as the carver at a stone mill 
near Florence (Texas, that is). The 
company’s projects are mostly new 
installations, but the firm does about 
one significant restoration project per 
year. An example of the latter was 
restoring the capitals on the 20-ft. col- 
umns of the Hill County courthouse 
in Hillsboro, originally built by Texas 
architect W.C. Dodson; the company 
also took part in the renovation of San 
Antonio’s city hall, recreating intri- 
cate carved decorations. 

Texas Carved Stone does many 
fireplaces, frequently reproductions 
of antiques that are patinated after 
carving, as well as other architectural 
elements, such as door surrounds and 
some statuary. Ragan favors mainly 
Texas limestone for his work, includ- 
ing Cordova creme, a stone quarried 
in central Texas that is soft and col- 
ored tan or white and contains scat- 
tered marine fossils; Lueders 
limestone, a strong gray stone for ex- 
teriors, a Florence Texas limestone 
that resembles unpolished white 
marble, and West Texas creme, which 
has a porous grain and comes in pink, 
coral and champagne. 

The company has eight people 
working in its shop. All the work is 
hand carved, using pneumatic ham- 
mers; the company does not do its 
own installations, which require a 
good mason. The usual process is for 
Ragan to work closely with the archi- 
tect and the client, possibly on their 
own design ideas, or to select mix- 
and-match designs from the com- 
pany’s 30-pg. photo collection. Prices 
range from little more than $1,000 for 
a simple stone surround up to $50,000 
or so for something truly baronial. 

Johnson Atelier of Mercerville, 
N.J., is a large sculpture studio and 
foundry established by the sculptor 
Seward Johnson. The company has 
recently added a stone-cutting divi- 
sion under the direction of Walter 
Dusenbery, a stone sculptor who 
worked as an assistant to Isamu 
Noguchi and who maintained his 
own studio in Italy for thirty years. 
This division has been 2-1/2 years in 
the making and has been open for 
business for the past year; the goal, 
according to Dusenbery, is to have 
"the best stone-carving facility in 
America." The company has acquired

Numerical Control) cutting machine and a laser-digitizing machine for obtain- 
ing an image that can be manipulated by computer from a sculptor’s model. 

Demand for their services has grown so rapidly, Dusenbery says, that 
already they are building another structure for expansion. He believes the 
facility is filling an unmet need for a studio that can do carving in any stone at 
any scale. They are filling a niche market, he adds, with all pieces made to order, 
for architects, sculptors, and designers who desire high-quality creative work. 

There are seven people working in the Johnson stone-carving division, and 
their work includes sculpture, carved stone, and high-end architectural detail. 
Head of Stone Carving is Christoph Spath, who trained in the German appren- 
ticeship system. The Division also has its own apprenticeship program. Projects 
range from the prosaic, such as large stone bases for statues, up to the statues 
themselves. Materials include alabaster, marble, limestone, and granite. The 
studio has done some restoration work and is anxious to expand in that 
direction, Dusenbery notes. 

This summer, the shop has been working with sculptor Gerald Siciliano on 
his black granite ten-foot abstract whale. This project will be hand-carved, 
according to Dusenbery, using “Renaissance methods” to reproduce the sculp- 
tor’s creation. Siciliano began with a selection of small plaster sketches. When 
he and the client agreed on the design, he scaled up the small model through a 
series of styrofoam versions until he achieved full scale.

then use the classic pointing technique to hand-carve the design into stone. A 
project like this is easier to produce via hand-carving than machine, Dusenbery 
notes. Even when machine-carving can be used on architectural pieces, such as 
a series of column capitals, Dusenbery points out, high-quality work still 
requires hand-finishing. 

Cantera Especial of Pacific Palisades, Calif., has a group of Italian and 
Mexican carvers working in both Mexico and California. The company was 
founded by Larry O’Rourke, a landscape architect who became fascinated by 
carved stone. The firm originally specialized in Mexican stone products, using 
the sedimentary Cantera, or Adoquin stone, which contains more aggregate 
than Indiana or Texas creme limestone. Today, however Cantera offers a whole 
range of stones — travertine, marble, sandstone, limestone, granite, etc. — from 
all over the world — Mexico, the U.S., Italy, Brazil, India, Turkey, and Greece 
— that O'Rourke has found by his own research and travel. The company will 
mail samples of its stone offerings to prospective customers, and also has a 
photo catalog of its designs and concepts. 

Cantera offers everything in stone from machine-cut pavers and slabs to 
carved architectural elements. Everything is a custom job, according to 
O'Rourke, and the company works closely with the architect, contractor or 
builder to spec, design and price the project. Cantera maintains in-house 
architectural expertise for this purpose. The company does work for both new 
installations and restoration projects. Much of the restoration work is duplicat- 
ing or replacing elements — fireplaces, finials, etc. — in the older houses in Los 
Angeles, Belair, and Newport Beach, but the company also has a project 
underway for an extensive renovation of a bank building in Switzerland. 
O'Rourke also maintains that the price of natural stonework is not out of line 
with cast stone, particularly for one-of-a-kind pieces. One of Cantera's clients 
is taking a novel approach to a new house in Hollywood: The front facade — 
columns, balusters, window surrounds, stairs, and quoining — features carved 
natural stone, while the other three faces use cast stone, or even foam, for the 
same elements. 

Larry O'Rourke sums up the appeal of cut stone by observing that it is part 
of what he sees as a return today of the Renaissance aesthetic, a new apprecia- 
tion for the European classical roots of architecture, and a reaction against the 
sterile design of the 1950s and ‘60s. m

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HEATING WITH PERIOD STYLE 


Whether you're looking for antique Victorian cast-iron radiators or new heating systems 
that will fit unobtrusively into a period room, you'll find the sources all here. 
One of the country's leading experts on Hydronics (heating systems that work 
with steam or water) shares the results of his extensive survey of today's market.

Old cast-iron radiators, very often in Victorian splendor, stand guard over the 
chills of winter, and many homeowners hate to part with these beauties. Other 
homes have heating systems that literally disappear beneath the surfaces of the 
rooms as radiant panels. Just about anything is (and always has been) possible 
with hydronics. 

Older cast-iron radiators, the sort used on “one-pipe” steam heat, have 
nipples only across the bottom portion of the individual radiator sections 
because steam is lighter than air. When the steam enters the bottom of a radiator 
it flows upward into the radiator sections, pushing the air from a vent. 

Hot-water radiators, on the other hand, have nipples across both the upper 
and lower portion of the radiator sections. Even though hot water rises, it 
doesn’t move as quickly as steam. The double set of nipples encourages better 
circulation of the hot water through the radiator. 

Around 1905, when “two-pipe” steam became popular, contractors began 
to use hot-water radiators on their steam systems as well, and those old steam 
radiators with their single set of bottom nipples soon became obsolete. Several 
manufacturers continue to make freestanding cast-iron radiators with the up- 
per and lower push nipples, however. 

If it’s an old radiator you're looking for, you can take potluck at your local 
junkyard, or you can call Fran Fahey at A-1 New and Used Plumbing & Heating 
Supplies. Fran operates a veritable supermarket of antique radiators in all 
shapes, styles and sizes, and he has repaired and pressure-tested every one of 
them. He'll ship anywhere in the country, and he'll also fix old radiators that 
have push — not threaded — nipples connecting the sections. 

There are also brand-new, cast-iron radiators available that look old (and 
gorgeous!). Low Energy Systems offers these Victorian-era beauties that whis- 
per nostalgia and romance through delicate scrollwork. They're perfect for 
period homes. 

Burnham Corp. makes a radiant, cast-iron radiator that you can recess into 
the wall. These are very popular as replacements for old radiators in parts of 
the country such as New England and Long Island where there are many older 
homes. One of the neat things about cast iron is that it holds its heat for a long 
time, and freestanding radiators (even when recessed) give off about 40% of 
their heat as a radiant glow (the rest of the heat moves by convection). They're 
very nice to be near. 

Similar to these, but made of steel, are the European-style panel radiators 
available from Buderus. You can recess these flat-panel beauties into a wall as 
well and enjoy that radiant glow all winter long. You can also paint or paper 
these units, making them nearly invisible. The only thing you'll notice is the 
comfort. 

Beyond free-standing and recessed there is a world of radiation known as 
"towel bars." They're modern, pleasing to the eye, and available in a wide range 
of shapes, sizes and colors. They do a marvelous job of warming the bath (as 
well as that terry cloth!). A great source for this type of radiation is Low Energy 
Systems in Colorado. 

If you want the radiators to disappear completely from sight, then a radiant 
heating system is what you're after. In an older home, you can install these 
systems by attaching the radiant tubing (which is made from either plastic or 
rubber) directly beneath the floor. This process (called "staple-up") is like lacing 
asneaker. You start by drilling a series of holes through the joists and then lacing 
the tubing up and down the joist bays. You can attach the tubing beneath wood 
floors, tiled floors, and even floors with rugs, but success depends on the sizing 
of the system. Work only with someone who has had experience with radiant 
if you're considering this method. 

And here are a few things you should watch out for when you're thinking 
radiant: Three walls of glass. The heat loss in a room with three walls of glass 
will be about 20% more than it will be in an identical room with just two walls 
of glass. Keep in mind that you have just so much floor space available to act 
as the radiator. You can only release about 35 BTUH per square foot of floor 
space. If you exceed that "rule of thumb" limit, the homeowners are going to 
have hot feet. Also, you can damage wood floors if you let the surface tempera- 
ture exceed 85 degrees F which it can, if you're pushing more than 35 
BTUH/square foot. If there's not enough floor space, don't despair. You can 
put radiant tubing in the ceiling or the lower walls. 

Prevailing winds over 15 mph. The house you're dealing with might be in 
a place where the wind blows all the time, and if it is, be careful. Wind can weasel 
its way into cracks in the house and create drafts. If the house is near the ocean 
or up on top of a hill, take note and figure that into your radiant-heat-loss 
calculation. A radiant-heat-loss calculation will always be less than a convec- 
tive-heat-loss calculation (the latter being the traditional method) because a 
radiant-heat-loss calculation pretty much ignores heat loss by infiltration. It can 
do this because a radiant heating system makes the air inside the house very 
still. Still air is less likely to promote infiltration because there are no convective 
air currents moving past the windows and doors. When the wind is howling, 
however, this can change, and you'll have to compensate when you're figuring 
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the heat loss. If you don’t know how to do a radiant-heat-loss calculation, get 
help. 

Rooms with lots of stone. People who camp in the woods on cold nights 
have a trick that helps them keep warm. They'll put a couple of big stones in 
the campfire and when they're ready to turn in for the night they'll take the

DEC Associates, 
a custom manufacturer of architectural composites based in Anaheim, Calif., 
was secured as the fabricator for the vast array of specialty architectural 
materials required for the project. 


The Design Process

be economically devastating to the property, the weathering performance and 
ability to accurately replicate natural textures and finishes naturally leads to the 
use of composites. 

Disney properties have utilized architectural composites for over 20 years 
in both their entertainment-park attractions and resort locations. They have 
found that the flexibility in design, durability, performance, and Class I fire 
rating make it a logical choice to meet their requirements of economy and 
resistance to high-traffic abuse. With the current trend toward “fantasy desti- 
nation resort” shown in the gaming and resort businesses, the architects and 
property owners view the use of composites as a successful alternative. 
Material Selection 
In selecting materials for the project, the architect had to evaluate the benefits 
inherent to natural materials versus the demands of the environment. The 
performance requirements ranged from product longevity to service-life cost.

In two other applications at the Resort, FRP is used to wrap structural steel columns 
and capitals for two different porticos. The bottom photo illustrates their effectiveness 
when used for this boat-and-bike rental building. 


Specifically, if alternative materials could deliver the same visual effect as real 
wood, for example, but do so with a product immune from water and tempera- 
ture abuse, the customer is better served. This was the basis for evaluating each 
alternative material. 

During the early stages of design development, the contractor would 
assemble costs for a particular design utilizing the architect's "design intent" of 
natural materials. Alternative-material suppliers would also price out the de- | 
sign utilizing their materials costs, the related cost increases or decreases tied 
to the installation of their product, and then the cost benefit of the material over 
time. This ^value engineering" process has to be satisfied for the material to be 
considered on an aesthetic basis. 

In evaluating FRP on this project, successful cost justification varied by | 
application. For example, the exterior wood logs are less expensive in wood | 
than FRP, but the installed cost, including the reduced sub framing and support | 
members, was less with FRP. Include this cost savings with the reduced main- 
tenance cost against dry rot, insect infestation, and repair, and the decision to 
use FRP becomes clear. 

On other applications, however, especially those with few repetitions or 
structural requirements, FRP will not be the best alternative. The value engi- 
neering process will still identify the best alternative in a quantifiable way while 
allowing the building owner to use aesthetic criteria cost effectively. This "due 
diligence" helps to ensure the best product application for the owner. 


Development of Tooling and Texture 

Within the scope of the Coronado Springs Resort project, DEC Associates had 
to create a number of natural finishes and shapes, many of them from inception. 
The variety of textures included debarked logs; rough-cut wood beams; smooth 
stucco, and carved stone; and hammered-metal and stone-block hieroglyphic 
panels. All the finishes had to be achieved while still maintaining architectural 
and construction tolerances for ease of installation — a fabrication challenge 
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Who's on the Exterior Molded Ornament SourceList 


Whether creating an individual gargoyle for a church restoration or a 40-ft.-long multiple-compo- 
nent cornice or balustrade, the development of materials for the fabrication of Exterior Molded 
Ornament has given the building industry a significant gift: options. 

Rather than let a 100-yr.-old terra-cotta balcony disappear completely, there are more 
alternatives today, including replacing it with in-kind terra-cotta materials or with composites, such 
as GFRC or FRP. These lightweight materials often allow for the construction and installation of large 
or long ornamental units (see case study, pp. 38-40). And still other materials are load-bearing, in 
addition to being decorative, like precast concrete, which is easily cast in duplicate molds. 

As Charles Wittman points out in his article in our March/April 1998 issue (p. 126), cornices 
are usually the first exterior ornamental element to deteriorate on a building. And cornices are just 
one of the elements keeping the fabricators on the following SourceList busy (see pp. 42-46). 

We contacted 83 companies from our database that supply terra cotta, FRP, cast stone, precast 
concrete, GFRC, polymer-modified gypsum, and other composites. From their responses, we 
selected the 65 you'll find on the SourceList. Also included are several suppliers of moldmaking 
and casting materials, 


that included the replication of an 18-ft. debarked log with a constant diameter, 
not tapered as found in real logs, and with a consistent grain. 

We spent several weeks working with the architect to develop finishes that 
met the design intent. Many of the wood textures were taken from actual wood 
modules that were distressed to accentuate the grain. A soft latex composite 
skin was cast off these textures and applied to armatures to create the masters. 
While the wood beams required simple cladding of substructures to create a 
beam, the round logs proved more difficult. In order to cast in the knots and 
branch stubs, we again used an actual peeler log skin on the master for 
authenticity. This proved more economically viable since several hundred parts 
would be produced and post-mold detailing would be extremely labor inten- 
sive. 

On the carved-stone features and hieroglyphics, the process was signifi- 
cantly different. Since we were recreating artwork from an actual Mayan village, 
artistic research with the architect was required. Utilizing photographs and 
historical references, full-size artwork was drawn up for review. Our concern 
for artistic accuracy was balanced with shapes that could be successfully cast 
and pulled from a mold. After being checked for any offensive translation of 
the hieroglyphics, a foam carving was made to include distressing and cracked- 
stone features to simulate a Mayan ruin. 

Most parts were products utilizing fiberglass hard molds with multiple 
breakaway parts. This was chosen due to the large number of parts being 
produced that would require multiple replacement of silicone or latex-type soft 
molds. Only on the low-quantity or highly complex shapes were soft molds 
employed. 


225 Molds ...and More 


As the project sits on a 142-acre site with nearly 2,000 rooms, 95,000 sq.ft. of 
convention space, and 235,000 sq.ft. of restaurant and retail space, the scope was 
large by any measure. The project, which was produced over 18 months, 
required over 225 molds, over 5,000 parts, and 15 48-ft. trucks to deliver. 
Drawing, scheduling, and tracking that large a quantity of different parts was 
a very significant portion of the job. 

Due to the variety of part types, a few different fabrications were nominal 
3/16-in. thick molded by spray-up method. All the resin utilized was a custom 
blended Class I modified acrylic. 

The parts were all cast in NPG white gel coat for UV stability. Parts were 
then all field painted — incorporated into the Mayan theme. This was to conceal 
all attachments and seams, but it also permits simple paint touch-up to be done 
as a part of ongoing maintenance. In the high-traffic environment of a resort, 
repairs to finish must be quick and easily accomplished since areas cannot be 
shut down; they are often performed at night to avoid guest inconvenience. 


Installation 

Installation of FRP is compatible with most exterior-skin products. The typical 
nominal thickness of FRP is 3/16 in., so sub-framing is based at attachment 
points of whatever shape is being installed. FRP, except in certain applications, 
is primarily a decorative material. It can be used as plant-on over an existing 
exterior skin or as a cladding over framing, such as a cornice. Beyond its light 
weight, the primary benefit of FRP to both owner and installer is how it can be 
used to replicate virtually any surface texture with consistency of repetition, in 
configurations that would be impossible (and/or prohibitively expensive) with 
natural materials. 

The installation on this project was as varied as the parts themselves, but 
primarily relied upon screw attachment to structural members and /or treated- 
wood blocking. Each part was structurally reviewed and approved for wind 
loading of 200 mph. In a moderate-risk hurricane area, all parts have to be 
structurally evaluated for connection integrity for local approval. Parts were 
fabricated with a caulk/lap-joint condition to allow for expansion while main- 
taining a water barrier. Columns were produced with a similar lap joint to allow 
the enclosure to go around structural support members and be "dressed out by 
the installer." 


Implications 
DEC Associates has seen a steady growth in the demand for composites in 
architectural applications. In historical restorations and the new trend toward 
fantasy-resort destinations, customers are looking for materials that offer ex- 
treme flexibility and creativity in design with greater longevity than traditional 
materials. Composites have been a facilitator of this trend as architects have 
discovered the capabilities of the material. The main resistance has been, and 
continues to be, education and reversing stereotypes associated with lower- 
quality plastics. As projects like Coronado Springs Resort continue to be built 
and the results become more widely known, composites will increasingly be 
used in architectural applications. 8

It was whilst in Italy, contemplating there the rich architectural designs of 
antiquity, that Mr. Bogardus first conceived the idea of emulating them in 
modern times, by the aid of cast iron. This was in the year 1840, and, during his 
subsequent travels in Europe, he held it constantly in view; and cherished it the 
more carefully, as he became convinced, by inquiry and personal observation, 
not only that the idea was original with himself, but that he might thereby 
become the means of greatly adding to our national wealth. 

Sixteen years later, in a pamphlet written with the help of his assistant John 
Thomson, James Bogardus could well look back in wonder at how successfully 
he had turned a vision into reality and at the architectural revolution he had 
begun: the creation of a building system that used iron as its central material, 
and the factory fabrication, in cast iron, of duplicate, self-supporting facade 
elements, in almost any design style — the forerunner of the curtain-wall 
International style. 

As an influence on my own design work Bogardus looms larger, let us say, 
even than Louis Sullivan,” the architect Philip Johnson writes in an introduction 
to a fine new book, Cast-Iron Architecture in America: The Significance of James 
Bogardus by Margot Gayle and Carol Gayle. “Even Richardson, a greater archi- 
tect, was not such an ancestor of mine as James Bogardus,” Johnson continues. 
“It is, fortunately, easy to say why. With his cast-iron facades, he acquainted 
Americans with modular rhythm, which is the basis of modern design. Imagine 
Mies without a module. Imagine Le Corbusier without the basic freedom of 
evenly spaced windows.” 

Other than having watched Robert Fulton’s steam-powered Clermont pass 
on the Hudson River, Bogardus was far removed from the new technologies of 
his day. Born in 1800 in the agricultural town of Catskill, N.Y., James left school 
at the age of 14, as was the custom, to become an apprentice. “Having shown 
great taste for mechanics,” he was placed by his father with a local watchmaker, 
where, according to an article in the Catskill Daily Mail, “by close application he 
soon became skilled in watch work and working in gold and silver, and also 
made himself acquainted with dye sinking, engraving in wood, steel, and other 
metals.” 

By the age of 23, Bogardus was a fully fledged professional, having worked 
in both Savannah, Ga., as a journeyman watchmaker and back in Catskill in his 
own business. At 28 he was at an inventors’ fair run by the American Institute 
of New York City, exhibiting a “three-wheeled chronometer clock” that worked 
on an unusual principle. The clock won first prize and launched Bogardus on 
what was to be his lifetime profession: inventing. In the decades from 1830 to 
1850 he received 13 U.S. patents and one British patent for clocks, spinning 
machinery, and devices for pressing glass, for cutting or working with rubber, 
and for separating gold from silver. 

Bogardus visited England and Italy in 1840, and as a result of his European 
experiences the two seminal influences on his life came together: the classical 
architecture of Italy and the widespread use of iron in Britain in the construction 
of bridges, aqueducts, and railway facilities. 

Iron as a building material was not unknown in America, particularly in 
the form of columns for framing mills and factories or for shopfront display 
windows. But it was the use of cast iron in fireproof construction that aroused 
the most interest — especially in New York City, which had suffered a number 
of major conflagrations, particularly in 1835 and 1845. To that protective advan- 
tage Bogardus added his enthusiasm for the use of iron in modular construction. 
In an article published in 1849 he wrote: 

"These [iron] buildings will sustain a greater weight, and are put up with 
less inconvenience than brick buildings, being cast and fit so that each piece 
may be put up as fast as it is brought on the ground. They may be taken down, 
removed and put up again in a short time, like any other casting. [...] They admit 
more light, for the iron columns will sustain the weight that would require a 
wide brick wall in ordinary buildings." 

In 1848, having secured financing, Bogardus began to build his own cast- 
iron factory — but stopped work to erect a cast-iron facade on the Millau 
Pharmacy building, a narrow five-story structure on lower Broadway. It offered 
an extraordinary display of ornamentation: attached fluted Tuscan columns 
topped by Medusa heads, recessed panels beneath the windows with starburst 
designs, etc. But it also offered across its 20-ft. width four huge windows, almost 
from floor to ceiling, made possible by the strength of its slender supporting 
cast-iron columns. 

In 1849 Bogardus completed his factory, which he called "the first complete 
cast-iron edifice ever erected in America, or the world." It consisted of four 
stories, each lighted by 20 windows, and a basement. It was made entirely of 
iron: walls, floors, interior columns, even the roof. And of course it was heavily 
ornamented with classical motifs. 

In 1850, Bogardus applied for a patent on what he claimed as his invention 
of a "building system." Basically, this consisted of beams cast with flanges, plus 
columns, pilasters or posts, also cast with flanges, all provided with bolt holes 
through which the parts could be combined. “In this way," said Bogardus, “one 
story may be erected on another, and, when thus put together, each side of the 
house or structure constitutes a frame, and when the four sides are united all 
these frames brace each other, and make a strong and light structure." 

Floor beams were cast level on top, with the underside arched — the 
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so-called bow-string girders. Flooring members had tongues and grooves made 
by riveting strips of metal to the plates. Roof plates overlapped to keep out 
water. Bolted-on ornamental details, also of cast iron, not only added aesthetic 
interest but covered connections where iron beams met, keeping out rainwater. 

But, as authors Gayle and Gayle point out, the patent inadequately repre- 
sented what Bogardus had achieved. “He had brought together a variety of 
methods, none in itself unique, into a whole that was new. He created self-sup- 
porting facades that simulated the carved stone of classical architectural forms, 
with their repeating designs — all in cast iron." He had created a truly modular 
system. In the course of this, also, he had introduced to the United States the 
light but strong open beam — the now universal I-beam. 

And he created an industry. Cast-iron facades became popular and began 
to appear throughout lower Manhattan. Building owners could have the class 
of classical forms without the expense of stone carvers. There was the further 
assurance of fire-safety. 
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eor own all-iron factory (facade plus internal structural elements) on Duane 
Centre Streets in New York City, erected in 1849, show here in the lithograph 
executed by James Ackerman ca. 1850.

Bogardus's first large building was for the BaltimoreSun. At that time, 1849, 
he had erected only two cast-iron facades and his own small iron-framed 
factory. The Sun building was, by comparison, a monster: five stories and 70 
feet high, occupying 74 feet by 56 feet on a corner lot. It was a challenge. The 
building was framed entirely in iron, consisting of numerous columns on each 
floor supporting cast-iron beams. There were 105 windows. Pedestals at the 
second level were ornamented with cast-iron medallions with portraits of 
George Washington and Benjamin Franklin. At the top (fifth) floor, a row of 23 
4-ft.-tall standing figures, all in classical garb, depicted Washington, Jefferson, 
Franklin, and other worthies.. The building was painted a metallic bronze. 

By 1851, Bogardus had 70 men working in his cast-iron factory, finishing 
and preparing parts for shipping. In Washington, D.C., that year he completed 
an iron front for the Adams Express Company, another for a commercial 
building known as Iron Hall, and a third for a warehouse. Perhaps while he was 
still at work on the warehouse, on Christmas Eve, 1851, fire struck a room in 
the Capitol that housed the Library of Congress and did great damage. In 
rebuilding the section, it was decided to fireproof it, and Bogardus got the job: 
three tiers of iron galleries, bookshelves, and floors. 

As his fame spread, Bogardus also erected four buildings in Chicago, one 
in Albany, a warehouse in Havana, Cuba, the Iron Clad Building (still standing) 
in Cooperstown, N.Y., and perhaps more. 

A small scattering of Bogardus buildings remain standing in New York 
City: the Bruce Building at 254 Canal Street, and others, nameless, at 75 Murray 
Street, 85 Leonard Street, and 63 Nassau Street. But more important than the 
structures in which he was personally involved was his vision of cast iron: 
capable of assuming virtually any form and of being assembled and disassem- 
bled with ease; fireproof; structurally of enormous strength; almost indestruc- 
tible. In that sense, all of the hundreds of cast-iron buildings remaining from 
that age, now almost a century and a half past, are Bogardus buildings. Long 
may they stand! 

The co-authors of this work, Margot Gayle and her daughter Carol, have 
done a superb job in piecing together what is known of the life and works of 
James Bogardus. Margot, patron saint of cast-iron preservation, is the founder 
and president of the Friends of Cast Iron, author of many articles and books on 
the subject, and a great and distinguished woman. In her spare time, some 30 
years ago, she also founded the Victorian Society in America. Among her many 
preservation credits are the Sun clock on New York's Chambers Street and the 
Jefferson Market Court House, now a public library. Carol Gayle, the junior 
member of the team, is a professional historian. 


Everett H. Ortner, retired Editor of Popular Science magazine, is an active preservationist. 
Since he and his wife bought an 1886 brownstone rowbouse in Brooklyn’s Park Slope area in 
1963, he has been a leader in the battle to save those magnificent Victorian houses and their 
communitics. He was one of the founders in 1968 of the Brownstone Revival Committee of 
New York (since rechristened the Brownstone Revival Coalition), and is now its Chairman.

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ENLARGING THE GARDEN 
THROUGH DESIGN 


A small garden plot does not have to 


mean a small garden. Below, a garden 


designer uses six of his projects to illustrate how imaginative design 
can create the illusion of space.

“Is there enough room for this?” is the question that usually follows the 
expressions of appreciation and wonder when I deliver the conceptual land- 
scape plan to a client. What I have designed usually looks too elaborate, as if it 
contains too much and leaves more room than is there already. They love it 
(usually and not always), but “How can it possibly fit?” They want to know. 

Certainly, looking out on these little Brooklyn brownstone backyards you 
are not struck by a sense of spaciousness. Indeed, small urban plots often seem 
so confined, many owners doubt if anything can be done at all. The areas are 
badly organized, they are filled with objectionable elements and views, and it 
simply doesn’t seem possible that anything really beautiful and enjoyable could 
occupy such an unpromising space. Are my plans illusion then? Will this all fit? 
Is there room on these little urban lots for what I have designed? After 20 years 
of building gardens for small city properties and restricted suburban sites, of 
knowing my clients through time and living with the results, I can emphatically 

ay, “Yes.” 

The illusion is not in the spaciousness my plans seem to imply but in the 
restrictions the undeveloped, undesigned properties impose. They were actu- 
ally made that way and they can actually be made very differently. They can 
offer an astonishing variety of visual delights and experiential pleasures. Over 
the years, I have come to understand some of the principles involved in creating 
spaciousness where space is limited. Here I would like to share some of what I 
have gained in that wonderfully challenging and intriguing pursuit. Because if 
you own a small city yard or tiny plot of ground or have a client that does and 
you would like to see it become a beautiful garden, chances are you are only a 
few simple principles away from fulfilling that wish. 


Division of Space 

The commonest flaw giving rise to the greatest degree of spatial restrictions, 
perceived and experienced, is in the division of space. I won't say the poor 
division of space, because it often happens that an area was laid out for some 
particular function which it serves faithfully but is no longer applicable. For 
instance, the greater number of undeveloped rear yards in my brownstone 
community were originally laid out for vegetable gardening. In these, there is 
a paved walkway around a central growing area with raised, narrow beds up 
the sides and along the back. This arrangement, while permitting the cultivation 
of a great many plants in a small area, makes the entire plot seem about half its 
actual size and allows for no activities other than gardening. 

These areas seem so restricting because the accessible areas — those places 
into which one, if not exactly invited, is at least permitted to occupy — are so 
small. We do not feel welcome. We perceive, though the space may be 40 ft. x 
20 ft., there is no accommodation made for normal human activities other than 
tending plants. There is no outdoor living to be had here, and so we don't want 
to be here. 

This first garden (Project I) is a case in point. Originally laid out as just 
defined, paving had subsequently been placed in the center garden area, 
permitting at least some access andi use. But the side and particularly rear beds

invite use, and the area they 
left in the middle also seemed 
cramped. Restrictive and un- 
inviting was the result of this 
division of space. 


Quality of Line 
As the division of space is 
critical, so too is the line those 
divisions define. The shortest 
distance between two points is 
a straight line — visually as 
well as physically. When, in a 
small space, all is linear, as in this example, we see everything at once. Our eye 
doesn’t traverse the entire length of a line but goes immediately to its termina- 
tion and takes no joy in the journey. In fact, it doesn’t even seem to have made 
one. The environment is static and the space seems dimensionless. 

To alleviate these misfortunes, and to get deeper into the garden and away 
from the building, I carved out a curving terrace retained by a low, mortarless 
stone wall. In so doing, I actually took more living area from the middle than 
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I. BEFORE: A garden space is made unattractive 
and restrictive through poor division and straight 
lines.

was previously the case, but by opening and extending into the back, by 
terracing and thus providing another horizontal plane, and by providing a 
curving line the eye will invariably follow, the area now conveys a greater sense 
and experience of space. But still more was possible. 


Elements of Interest 

The more elements of interest a garden contains (provided they are harmoni- 
ous), the more variety of satisfying experiences the garden visitor is provided, 
thus abolishing an apprehension of limits. It is, however, important that these 
elements all relate well to each other. Too much unrelated diversity strikes the 
eye as clutter — and is constricting; so is too much openness with no elements 
to which the visitor can relate. You can stand in a desert and feel very restricted, 
whereas well integrated, interesting elements stimulate, expand the experience, 
and enlarge the sense of space. You can stand in a small, well-made garden and 
feel it to be unending, so long as there is a rich tapestry of plants in appealing 
combination, rocks in pleasing groupings, a variety of planes the eye can 
traverse, or other elements which attract and please. 

Water gardens are superb for this and many of my gardens contain them. 
They don't merely add additional dimensions, they add another world. They 
provide w onderful textural elements, the motion and sound of w ater, the grace 
of swimming fish. They can add tremendously to the enjoyment and interest of 
a garden, making it feel larger by its contributions. The little pool here is an 
integral component of the landscape, bringing to it a quality of life and even — 
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with its little waterfall, flora, and beautiful Koi — a sense of adventure. 


Providing Experience through Plant Combinations 
Plants can also be used to enlarge the garden, and this aspect of garden making 
I feel should be given more attention. Too often, plants are combined with no 
perceptible relationship to one another. Any two given plants either visibly 
relate to one another, through harmony or contrast or both, or they do not. If 
they do not — if there is no obvious relationship of form, color, or texture — 
then they should not be placed together. 

In my gardens I try for combinations in which the plants provide both subtle 
and strong harmonies and contrasts. For example, Hydrangea macrophylla 
Mariesi, with its bold rounded shape and large variegated leaf, contrasts 
wonderfully with the blades of variegated Iris while harmonizing in leaf color. 
This sets up a dynamic relationship — an interaction between the plants which 
is palpable. It is no longer a still-life; it is an event, ever ongoing. This theme of 
a particular sort of harmony / contrast relationship can be carried several dimen- 
sions further and into smaller and larger scales, with, for example, a variegated 
Berberis and variegated Liriope, even down into very small-leaved ground 
covers, such as variegated Euonymus and Thyme. 

I might segue such a grouping into a dark, glossy leaved Ilex, creating a 
wonderful foliar contrast, then pick up the variegation theme with a Cornus 
sericia, while echoing the Ilex in the low-growing glossy dark-leaved Gaultheria 
procumbens. The repetition of an element or of a harmony or contrast through- 
out a garden gives it that all-important quality, unity, and this too, helps create 
a sense of extended space, while meaningful combinations enrich and enliven. 


Creating Rooms Creates Room 

This next garden area (Project II) was absolutely devoid of anything: an empty, 
linear and completely static rectangle that looked small and suggested little to 
the owners. 

Very often a small rec- 
tangle can be enlarged 
through division. In this 
case, I intercepted the long 
axis just past the midpoint. 
I further enhanced the sense 
of separation by dropping 
the rear garden several 
inches below the front gar- 
den. This created two dis- 
tinct garden rooms, greatly 
enhancing the sense of “a ow 
space and of possibilities. II. BEFORE: The typical urban space before design.

that a structure which separates, such as an arbor, a bridge, even a door, also 
joins. Thus this arbor both divides the two areas and unites them, creating a 
sense of separation and of continuance, and contributes to the apprehension of 
variety and opportunity. It partially closes off from view areas of the rear 
garden, thus inv iting visitors onward and allowing them to explore and dis- 
cover. (This quality will be considerably enhanced as the yellow and white roses 
cover the arbor.) The garden is revealed only as they move through it and 
nothing does more to generate a sense of endless possibilities — and conse- 
quently a sense of spaciousness — than the gradual unfolding of a garden. 


The Beauty of Discovery 


In my own 32-ft.-x-22-ft. garden (Project III), I achieved this effect by diverting 
the path out to the patio around a just-glimpsed pond and between two planting 
areas. Thus, when a visitor first steps out the door, he can catch a glimpse of 
water and areas beyond the pond and dogwood, but only as he follows the path 
out does the garden open up to him. Once out on the patio, he is enveloped in 
the garden and is provided with a vari- 
ety of views and outdoor-living possi- 
bilities. There is a stone barbeque, a 
table and chairs, a divert visible pond, 
rich and luxurious plantings, and 
neighboring trees that become part of 
the garden experience, expanding it be- 
yond its limits. All this completely re- 
moves any sense of confinement. 
Indeed, many a suburban sprawl is less 
inviting and holds fewer possibilities 
than this small garden.

The Value of Motion 


This next garden area (Project IV) was a violation of nearly every principle for 
spacious design. It was overhung and encroached on by neighboring plants. 
The space was poorly divided, with three unusable terraces. It was linear, 
uninteresting, cluttered, closed, and completely static. It invited one to leave. 

To remedy this I leveled the area and removed all objectionable items that 
I could. To get away from the boxiness of the place and to create motion, 
softness, fun, and interest (and to bring pleasure to the two little girls living 
there), I laid out serpentine walls, inlaid with shells and handmade tiles bearing 

various animals in bas relief, and I gave the walls a rolling top. 


Proportion 

Proper proportion is a very important principle in design, especially in small 
spaces, which are very unforgiving of spatial errors. Vertical elements, in this 
case, the serpentine brick 
walls, placed too far from the 
outer boundary, encroach too 
much on the interior spaces 
and dominate them. Placed too 
near the boundary, the surface 
area is too large in proportion 
to the garden area. Not only 
does the entire space become

also seen as small and confined, and we feel that confinement. At the same time, 
practicality must be served. I might have made the terraced planting areas a 
little larger but for want of usable space. However, the vertical and horizontal 
undulation of the walls as they rise, fall, and wind around does much to enlarge, 
soften, and relax the space. Once grown, the plants will obliterate the fence lines 
and the whole environment will be curvy, soft, and completely inviting. 


Space Within Space 

Slightly separated spaces within a small garden area also contribute to a sense 
of expansion. The extreme curve of the wall in the upper right of the garden 
and the seating area behind the fountain make the entire garden seem much 
roomier by providing somewhat remote yet accessible areas within the main 
site. Even with no further elaboration, this garden now seems larger than it ever 
did before. The overall impact is that it is a large (by our urban standards), 
usable, and inviting environment. But it doesn’t stop here. 


Details Add Dimension 


As mentioned, experiences in the garden contribute to the sense of limitlessness 
and expansion. When the visitor’s eye first follows these curvy walls, something 
reaches out to him, catches his attention. It is the handmade animal tiles and the 
tiles bearing in relief the names of the family members. Placed randomly along 
the wall at different elevations, the eye is invited to explore, discover, and enjoy 
these one-of-a-kind works of art. How many are there? Where is the next one? 
Which animal will it be? Being exquisitely made and thoroughly charming, 
these tiles retain their interest over time. This quality of attention elicited from 
the viewer defeats the threat of ennui often associated with small areas. 


A Garden of Many Principles 


This 84-ft.-x-24-ft. garden (Pro- 
ject V) occupies a huge area by 
urban standards. But it certainly 
didn’t seem large before being re- 
designed. The division of space 
was particularly unfortunate. 
Two cedar trees segmented the 
long axis, creating a cramped 
patio area near the house and a

larger area beyond. The larger open area was of reasonable length but a poorly 
erected retaining wall encroached on both the house on one side and an 
unclipped hemlock hedge on the other. For years this remained an undevel- 
oped, fairly unusable, and altogether unattractive garden environment. 

The cedars, simply because of their placement, had to go. This opened up 
the long axis, but to widen the g garden, I removed the stacked wall and rebuilt 
it closer to the house, thereby gaining two feet of width. Not wanting to get into 
the expense of removing the hemlock hedge (as the roots would all have to be

This high-end residential project demonstrates the value of a landscape architect's input 
in the initial design stages. Here, early collaboration with the architect and client allowed 
for sensitive siting of the buildings, resulting in a remarkably unified design, where 
the landscape complements the traditional stone and clapboard house in style and feeling.

The role of the landscape architect included full-service design and site plan- 
ning for a new single-family house with detached-garage apartment. Following, 
the master-planning phase, services included production of a complete set of 
working drawings (grading, layout, detailing of site masonry and fences, and 
planting plans), construction observation, and follow-up services. 

The character of the site (a three-acre, gently sloping parcel on a major artery 
in Greenwich) was one of the main inspirations for the design. The site had two 
distinct halves, with the south and west wooded, and a more open, old-field 
character to the north. The landscape architect's goal was to retain and enhance 
this dual character and create a graceful transition between the two. Thus was 
born the concept of the wooded hillside (making a visual screen from the road) 
and the open wildflower meadow, with the central house/lawn precinct medi- 
ating between the two areas. Respecting existing trees and the two vestigial 
wetlands on the site provided additional opportunities to express the "nature" 
of the site, the genius loci. 

A series of garden rooms defined by walls, hedges, and fences provides 
depth and complexity within a formal spatial framework and responds to the 
varied space requirements of the family. Stone terraces for seating and enter- 
taining, a fenced garden, a lawn terrace, children's play yard, games yard, 
kitchen garden, and service court complete the house precinct, transitioning to 
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the less-formal great lawn and 
meadow areas and the natural bor- 
ders of wetland and vestigial 
woodland. The garden rooms step 
in elevation, echoing the existing 
slope, allowing the large house to 
relate to the site and sit gracefully 
within its lot. The predominantly 
native plantings provide seasonal 
color, with additional fall and win- 
ter interest in the border garden. 
The varied on-site environments 
are linked by a system of mown 
paths in the meadow and mulched 
paths through the wooded areas. 
Careful detailing of masonry 
and fences and the choice of mate- 
rials consistent with the house de- 
sign give a sense of permanence 
and maturity to the project, which 
belies its recent (Spring 1996) com- 
pletion. In addition to addressing 
the client's aesthetic and spatial 
needs, the design incorporated ele- 
ments to mitigate traffic noise — a

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high stone wall along the road, and a trickle fountain in the terrace area. 

Elements to simplify maintenance were incorporated into the design: mow- 
ing strips along the foundation, fence, and retaining walls, ground cover areas 
around trees, and the use of easy-care shrubs and trees. The perimeter plantings, 
heavily mulched and underplanted with native shade-tolerant perennials, are 
evolving into a balanced self-mulching woodland ecosystem. 

Throughout the project, ecological considerations drove many design de- 
cisions. A particular example is the area devoted to meadow planting, an 
unusual feature in the Greenwich landscape. The site drainage system dis- 
charges into a rock pool, with surrounding wetland plantings. The project was 
completed within a budget of approximately 15?6 of the house cost. 8 


Boxwood Garden: Originally designed as a pool area in the master plan, this outdoor 
room features boxwood hedges that are punctuated by gleaming white gates axially 
placed to connect the steps and paths of the adjacent spaces. 


Lawn steps at the back of the house: These steps, with stone risers and grass treads, are 
centered on the living room bay and spill graciously into the great lawn.

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CREATING CURB APPEAL: 
EFFECTIVE FRONT LANDSCAPES 


First impressions always count. Choosing and siting appropriate trees, shrubs, flowers, lighting, 
and hardscape can make the difference between entryway landscapes and foundation plantings that 
draw compliments from your clients and passersby to those that are simply cookie-cutter quality.

In the past two decades, the architecture of traditionally styled houses generally 
dictated the use of formal, symmetrical plantings. They often consisted of 
boxwood, spirea, barberry, arborvitae, yews, or junipers that were under- 
planted with periwinkle, ivy, or hosta. Once installed, a homeowner or land- 
scaping service armed with power hedge trimmers could quickly shear these 
shrubs into fat evergreen meatballs. Dotting residential foundations and path- 
ways, evergreens and rounded deciduous shrubs remain a ubiquitous look for 
both traditional and contemporary homes across the country. Landscape pro- 
fessionals and homeowners seeking to set themselves apart, however, are 
looking to semi-formal and informal plantings using mixed shrub and peren- 
nial borders and native plant material to enhance streetside landscapes. 

Whether your clients desire a formal or informal setting, native prairie 
flowers or Japanese maples, consider the one landscape design credo that hasn't 
changed in the past 150 years — a house is like a fine painting with the landscape as 
its frame. Like a good frame, the landscape should not detract from or over- 
whelm the house but should enhance it. In this article, award-winning land- 
scape designers in the Midwest share their ideas about producing residential 
landscapes with four-season performance. 


Design Philosophy: The Holistic Approach 


When tackling a new job, thoughtful landscape professionals carefully study 
the architectural style of the house before putting pen to paper. They meld the 
nuances of the architecture with the peculiarities of the site to create a landscape 
that meets their clients’ needs and desires. 

Landscape architect Jeff Korhan of Treemendous Landscape Co. suggests 
that landscape firms look beyond the usual one-size-fits-all designs tailored to 
any style house in any subdivision. In the Midwest, that look could be a honey 
locust or river birch, a row of globe arborvitae, a few spirea, a rhododendron 
or two, and a ribbon of river rock, which create an all-too-common visual 
medley, the equivalent of unseasoned meatloaf — it might be filling, but the 
taste just isn’t there. 

Abiding by unwritten landscape-design rules or formulas like the afore- 
mentioned is a recipe for boredom. “We don’t believe there are any hard and 
fast rules. Intuitively you know that there are certain things you don’t typically 
do,” Korhan says. “If you're looking to create something dramatic, unusual, or 
special, you have to be willing to step outside of that box of rules.” 

Korhan says that although designers have to be careful, courtyards are good 
places to use water features. “Some say you shouldn’t put a pond out front. 
However, the client ultimately dictates the rules. We might do a small pond that 
you wouldn't know was there. It might be covered with water plants and you 
don’t see it from the street, but the client can look out and see it.” 

“We start with a client by forgetting budget and time constraints. We ask 
them to describe their vision. I try to get them to take me to the completed project 
in their own words,” Korhan says. Following a site visit, Korhan and his staff 
sift through the client's comments and develop the concept designs, injecting 
his ideas as well. The clients then are invited to review the concept drawings. 

The greatest challenge in designing an effective front residential landscape 
is dealing with the clients' desire to be noticed. What they like and what they 
think will draw praise and admiration often must be reconciled with the budget 
and available plant material. "We have to please the client; and to some extent 
the clients are not landscaping the front for themselves," says Korhan, "They 
typically landscape the front for other people. It's more ego-driven and can be 
a fragile thing to work with. However, the back landscape is a lot easier to design 
because it’s a personal area and people are more secure about what they want 
there." “However,” continues Robert Hursthouse, landscape architect of R.S. 
Hursthouse and Associates, a well-done landscape is not one you pull up to 
and say, ‘What a great landscape!’ You say, ‘What a beautiful house.’ It should 
be a seamless transition from the landscape to the front foyer or living room. 
We take the cues from the architecture. The site and existing plants tell at least 
half the story to us. The other half is the client’s needs, perspectives, desires, 
wants, and expectations. It doesn’t have to be that difficult to compile, consoli- 
date, and present in a harmonizing package.” 

Hursthouse shares the philosophy that the landscape must be sensitive to 
the overall design of the house and its building materials. “The landscape 
should be fairly simple, allowing the home to truly blend into its surroundings. 
For example, I see a lot of dark red brick homes with medium red concrete 
pavers. The pavers fade over time so that the dark red becomes a light pink. The 
colors don’t work.” Hursthouse will either match paving material closely to the 
house, using a natural stone that will not change color, or he will choose a 
complementary color in a paver, bluestone, limestone, or granite. 

Looking at the architecture, Korhan finds elements that can be repeated and 
integrated in the landscape. “If there’s an arch over the entryway, we might use 
that same arch in a bed line or a seat wall, or even in planting a low boxwood 
hedge. We're bringing the two together.” 

A key element in a successful project is careful observation. Hursthouse lets 
no clue slip by that could give him an insight into his client’s desires. “They 
often can’t verbalize what they want. I like to look at their artwork, their 
furnishings, what they're wearing — that all tells me how they view themselves 
and their place." Hursthouse also strolls through the first floor and sometimes 
the second to visualize the site lines as the clients will view them. He checks to

see how passing headlights will hit the house and incorporates plant materials 
to screen it. “Some clients like to be able to see out to the street, using very few 
window treatments and lots of light. Others like to be sequestered." 

Characterizing his designs as having a naturalistic elegance, Hursthouse 
says, "They're not tightly sheered nor heavily wild. There is a purpose for 
[formal] clipped evergreen hedges. The other [informal] style is very soft, 
rounded, and very natural. Both styles are appropriate because clients have 
different needs and expectations." Hursthouse aims to blend the best elements 
of formal and informal plantings. “One is like a nice crisp suit and the other is 
like a comfortable pair of jeans. Both styles have a place in your closet, and you 
need to know when to wear which." 


Form, Function, and Fun 

Energy and movement are two important elements in Korhan's designs. "We're 
always looking at how the landscape is experienced," he says. "The front is 
typically experienced from the street level and again as you pass through it. We 
think about color, rhythm of planting sequence, the path, the hedge — the 
energy and dynamics that create more than a picture." 

For traditional homes, Korhan uses boxwood or yews but adds his own 
personal touch to create something out of the ordinary. "Boxwood is typically 
a medium green that reflects a lot of light. Good companion plants are the other 
side of that — silvery and able to absorb light." Korhan paired one of his favorite 
perennials, Artemisia, with a boxwood hedge and a brick path for a new 
traditional home. The silvery foliage was placed at the front of the hedge. "It 
was a small investment that punctuates and sets off the front entryway. Other- 
wise, we felt the lines where the hedge and walk came together were too hard." 

When the job permits, Hursthouse likes to have a hand in siting a new 
house. “The architects know the complexities of building, but they don't look 
at the landforms. And engineers understand grading, but don't take in the 
aesthetic factors.” In a project on a 1-1/2-acre site, the architect planned to place 
a formal, tailored house 50 feet from the street on the setback line. Hursthouse 
convinced the architect and the homeowner to set the house back 165 feet. He 
then created a series of terraces to enhance the house and the site. "The house 
appeared to be 10,000 square feet instead of the actual 6,000 because of the 
landscape and how it tied together." 

Whether the property is 1/4 acre or larger, the landscape design should 
allow the homeowner and visitors a chance to linger as they move from the 
driveway or street to the entryway. Moving from turf to groundcover, past 
shrubs and trees creates a series of visually interesting levels. Effective designs 
provide an outdoor greeting space much like a foyer does indoors. "It's a 
gathering point. When you get there, you turn around and look at the landscape. 
It's a transition that allows you to move back and forth — inside and out — 
gracefully," Hursthouse says. 

One concern for Hursthouse is being brought onto a job after the sidewalk 
is poured. ^A 3-ft. sidewalk doesn't make for an appealing entryway. The walk 
up to the front of the house should not feel like a tightrope," says Hursthouse, 
who rarely builds a front walk less than 5 ft. wide. "Sometimes the challenge is 
overcoming the budget issues of something already done wrong." 

One way to encourage visitors and homeowners to view the architectural 
details of the house, windows, doors, and other elements is to catch them on a 
path that doesn't lead straight to the house. "You don't want to get dumped off 
at a little sidewalk next to the driveway where you creep under the eaves next 
to the windows up to a small landing," Hursthouse says. 

On large sites, Korhan looks to adjoining areas for visual cues. "As you get 
further from the residence, we look at the surrounding landscape to borrow 
elements and in some way abstract them into the design." Meadows, woods, 
fields, even fence rows are visual elements that provide ideas for landscaping.

“We worked on one rural site where the horizon was dotted with silos like the 
one on the client's property. These silos became a connection to the horizon that 
visually enlarged the 10-acre property to hundreds of acres by borrowing that 
view. Instead of siting the home towards the road as the client had intended, 
we were able to shift it slightly, taking advantage of the expanded views and 
creating a more interesting entrance drive." 


Hardscape 

Hardscape materials available today are more diverse than they've ever been. 
How and where they are used makes a difference between a good landscape 
design and a great one. "There are block walls, paver systems, manmade 
materials, geotextile blocks. Many people are building hardscapes with these 
materials, but they don't necessarily take the house's architecture into consid- 
eration when selecting the material," Hursthouse says. 

One common mistake occurs when landscapers do not pay adequate atten- 
tion to the house color and how it plays against the materials used in the 
pedestrian and vehicle pathways. Hursthouse points to a highly acclaimed new 
home built with a cool grey brick. "The pavers used were concrete terra cotta, 
which were too yellow against the house. It would have been much better to 
select an icy, cool flagstone." 

An award-winning courtyard made with bluestone began as a collabora- 
tion between Korhan and a client who wanted a dramatic entryway for a house 
sited on 1/8 acre. Inspiration for the project came from the muted hues in the 
brick house's mortar, which had various shades of grey and green. Korhan went 
to an upstate New York quarry and selected the stone. "We knew that the 
regular bluestone was too blue and too cold; there was a subtlety we had to 
address." He chose grey and green shades of bluestone to pull the look together. 


For a residence situated fairly close to the street, Robert Hursthouse first used 
concrete pavers in taupes and beiges for the drive. He then switched to bluestone for 
the gently stepped, wide pedestrian path punctuated with containers and a bench. The 
sugar maple acts as a canopy over the walkway, decorated with tuberous begonias. 


A safety issue alongside the courtyard's sidewalk was a 10-ft. drop. Korhan 
constructed a masonry seat wall made from brick that matched the house. 
"There's a definite element of drama. The courtyard and the coping on the seat 
wall is bluestone, and it looks like it's been there forever." Korhan likes to work 
with Wisconsin limestone, bluestone, and brick. ^We like to mix brick and 
stone." He may use limestone to border a brick walk or as a divider that breaks 
up a patio or longer walk. "It gives a walk a different rhythm and texture. It 
creates a different movement by slowing the pace down." 

Among Hursthouse's preferred paving materials is a natural wallstone 
from Pennsylvania called Endless Mountain Stone. "It has a true, genuine, 
organic kind of feel. It's hard to beat the real thing with a variation of colors — 
taupes and beige. It adds life." 

Another common hardscape design flaw is using the same material for the 
driveway and the sidewalk. "It feels like you can pull the car right up to the 
front door," Hursthouse says. "If the material changes, you know there's a 
transition. It's nice to know where the cars belong and where the people belong. 
It makes the space feel larger." He compares the use of different pedestrian and 
vehicular path materials to the inside of a house where the space changes as one 
goes from, say, quarry tile to a wood floor. "You want to play down the drive- 
way because usually it's not an architectural feature that enhances the house," 
Hursthouse says. At his own house, he used antique street pavers from the front 
entrance through the parkway turf and along the street as a carriage walk. 

Concrete paving brick has taken the market by storm and is used by both 
Hursthouse and Korhan. "Clay pavers, your traditional paving brick, have a 
rich, deep color that reeks of patina and an established feel. It's a material that 
ages gracefully. The concrete pavers are wonderful, but I'll pick neutral colors, 
like taupe or beige," Hursthouse says. Because walkways generally have less 
square-footage and cost less than the driveway, he'll use a more-expensive walk 
material that plays up the details and colors in the house. 


Plants 


Over the years, Korhan says, he has learned to like virtually every plant

available. “Typically, the landscaper dislikes a plant because it's been overused 
or improperly used." He has used ornamental grasses, even for traditionally 
styled houses. Grasses that are effectively massed can be used almost anywhere. 
"We do like to use native grasses. The prairie dropseed (Sporobolus) is a tough 
plant with no die back." Korhan also will mass the feather reed grass (Calama- 
grostis) as a vertical accent and Molinia for its delicate texture. 

"You haveto fit the plants to the site and not vice versa," says Connor Shaw, 
owner of Possibility Place Nursery, a wholesale nursery that specializes in 
native trees, shrubs, vines, and prairie forbs and grasses. "Many people would 
use a green ash where I would use a burr oak. The green ash is all right, but the 
burr oak has aesthetic value in winter and fewer disease problems." 

Landscapers also are using more native viburnums — shrubs that provide 
four-season interest — in many types of formal and informal designs. “There 
might be eight to 10 in the trade that cover the gamut from 6 to 8 ft. tall to 15 to 
20 ft. tall. They seem to have good adaptability and disease resistance," Shaw 
says. Fragrance, fruit, and attractive fall color make viburnum a versatile plant 
for foundations, hedges, and accents. 

"There are always plants that are very hot, very in vogue," Hursthouse says. 
“It’s a great temptation for some to rubber stamp the designs over and over. If 
it worked here, it will work there, and it will work down the street." 

In what he calls a tailored but naturalistic look, Hursthouse used a sugar 
maple, Washington hawthorn, serviceberry, and a judd viburnum. Boxwood 
and yews were incorporated into the design, "but they're not overly sheered or 
formal. It’s more of a gardeny look,” he says. A raised flagstone bed holds 
tuberous begonias, and pachysandra creates another level. 

Hursthouse's biggest concern is that “many plants in the landscape are time 
bombs." He cites the cistena plum as an example of planned plant obsolescence. 
It's an inexpensive shrub with a beautiful leaf, and everybody loves it, but it's 
extremely susceptible to borer. It will eventually deteriorate, so I don't use it." 

Although they are lovely, river birch and Bradford pear are two trees that 
are overplanted in the Midwest, and plants that are overused are an invitation 
to disease. "If a plant becomes over popular, something is bound to come after 
it, whether it's a Bradford pear or a burr oak," Shaw says. "While the Bradford 
pear is more ornamental (like a lollypop), a blue beech is a much smaller, 
more-adaptable plant at 15 to 20 feet." The beech, with good fall color and 
catkins, can be used as a specimen or in a shrub border. 

More clients are requesting perennial beds in the front of the house. 
"There's more of the feeling that the perennial garden is not limited to the back 
border. Everybody seems to feel that they want color — and fragrance, too. We 
can achieve both more readily with perennials than flowering shrubs," says 
Korhan, who enjoys using bergenia and other old-fashioned perennials in the 
front landscape. 

For added curb appeal on traditionally styled homes, landscape designer 
Marcy Stewart-Pyziak often uses heirloom-variety shrubs along foundations 
and in borders. “Hydrangeas are one group of shrubs that create an informal 
and old-fashioned look." She likes the Annabell hydrangea (a variety discov- 
ered in Annal, III., in the early 1900s) and uses it around entrances to evoke a 
cottage feeling. "It works well when planted in small clusters." Although 
high-maintenance tea roses don't rate high for most foundation plantings, 
rugosa roses are appearing more often in front-landscape designs because they 
are generally disease- and pest-resistant, have fragrance, and are hardy. "The 
two I like the best are Blanc Doube de Coubert and Belle Poiteveine. They aren't 
as sprawling or leggy as others." 

Lighting 

Relatively safe and inexpensive to install, new lighting fixtures in low-voltage 
models are proving to be popular during the day and at night. "The 12-volt 
lighting systems are fabulous," Hursthouse says. "They're a far cry from the 
little plastic malibu lights." While he installs lights for homeowner security, as 
well as to highlight architectural aspects of the house, he also likes to light the 
plantings: ^A clump form of the soft pink crab apple looks great lit from below 
in summer and in the dead of winter when the light catches the falling snow." 

"Playing with color, light, space, scale, and perspective is how you create 
an effective landscape design," says Korhan. "If you take color and lighting and 
the movement of ornamental grasses, that's the energy of the landscape," he 
added. "Clients frequently request color, which is the energy of the landscape 
during the day, but they overlook lighting. Fortunately, when they see profes- 
sionally designed lighting, it can often be breathtaking. If they have the budget, 
it essentially sells itself." 

Used ina front landscape, lighting extends the homeowner's view. Lighting 
up shade trees throws a soft moonlit feeling on the lawn or entryway. "It can 
be a wonderful extension of the home landscape, especially for wayfinding,” 
Hursthouse says. However, lighting is easily overdone. "The selection of light- 
ing is extremely personal. Clients tend to have more opinions about lighting 
than anything else. They're not necessarily accustomed to plants or paving 
material, but they're all familiar with the medium of light and how it works," 
Hursthouse says. Some of his clients prefer understated lighting while others 
want the landscape lit like a Christmas tree. Diplomacy, good judgment, and 
compromise will help meet the client's needs. 

Once installed, a landscape is constantly evolving. "It's not something done 
and left. Trees planted on the southfacing side of a house will shade it in a few 
years, and what's been planted there will not necessarily be able to grow in full 
shade down the road," Hursthouse says. He has worked with some clients on 
as many as four new homes during a 20-year span. He'll often give clients a gift 
subscription to a garden magazine. "That helps them discover their own style. 
They see things and call back." m

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THE SEVEN DESIGN PRINCIPLES 
OF EXTERIOR DECORATING 


Furnishing rooms without walls can be a daunting challenge. Here, the creator of a high- 


end garden-furniture collection tells how he maps out the boundless world of exteriors.

Recently, a client called me with a huge order from my line of garden furniture. 
“Wait a minute,” I said, “that sounds like way too many chairs. Stop right now. 
Send me a check for consultation, and let me look at the site.” I have seen 
countless gardens in the last decade, and I still can’t imagine how anyone can 
use twelve matching metal chairs. Though selling garden furniture is a big part 
of my business, I believe that most people would do better buying less outdoor 
furniture, particularly in matching sets. More and more, I find myself showing 
clients how to use garden chairs and tables sparingly in order to fully enjoy 
them 

In this instance, after a three-hour visit, I managed to convince my client 
that he only needed half as many chairs as he first envisioned. As my grand- 
mother used to tell me, “the more you know, the less you need.” But | also knew 
that some items were sorely missing in his original order, and I suggested he 
get a table, four planter boxes, and a bench. Eventually, I also advised him to 
purchase two extra chairs from another supplier and I strongly recommended 
he bid on a particular antique sculpture I had seen in a Sotheby's auction 
catalogue. 

When I started 12 years ago as a dilettante historian with a passion for 
garden furniture, I had no idea I would end up as an "exterior decorator," 
someone bridging the ever-widening gap between interior decoration and 
landscape design. But new high-tech developments — from indoor electronic 
climate control, voice-activated lighting programs, integrated communication 
systems, and dedicated computer wiring — have turned houses into complex 

machines. Today, we spend an increasing amount of time inside, interacting 
with technology, and less and less time outside: reading, thinking, chatting, 
strolling, or simply daydreaming. Maybe we have forgotten what we are 
supposed to do in our gardens. However, by turning a non-descript outdoor 
space into a series of open-air rooms, a decorator with garden expertise can help 
home owners rekindle their precarious relationship with Nature. 


What is Exterior Decorating? 

Unlike interior decorators who deal with a finite space, exterior decorators deal 
with infinite horizons. Nothing is ever the same in this ever-changing world. 
The angle of the sun shifts constantly. Clouds come in. Leaves fall. Flowers 
grow. Fog rolls in. The ground turns brown. And the weather affects the way a 
piece of furniture, a statue, or a fence will look a day, a month, or a year hence. 

For exterior decorators, familiarity with weathering issues like patina due 
to exposure to sun and wind, moisture retention, wood water content, and 
surfactant release is as critical as ideas about design and architecture. Also key 
is a solid historical knowledge of garden furniture and styles, as well as a 
constantly updated list of sources, contacts, and phone numbers here and 
abroad. A relatively new field, exterior decorating is research-intensive. The 
Munder-Skiles library alone contains more than 7,000 slides of garden views 
and details (collected during decades of inquisitive traveling), numerous art 
books, scrapbooks organized by topics, garden memorabilia, and a comprehen- 
sive collection of current catalogues of commercially available products. 

Although exterior decorating does not involve arranging flower beds, 
tracing alleys, or positioning trellises, it is a discipline that most resembles 
landscape design — with design expertise billed hourly. But whereas 
landscapers put up permanent structures, exterior decorators are concerned 
with semi-permanent or moveable man-made artifacts, such as tables, chairs, 
benches, planters (preferably on wheels), urns, sculpture, bird baths, and um- 
brellas. In other words, we deal with objects that humanize a gardenscape by 
revealing the presence of its owners. 

Newcomers to a team of outdoors experts that includes licensed landscape 
architects (who deal with site, drainage, and infrastructure), as well as horticul- 
turists (who plant trees, seed lawns, and grow flowers), exterior decorators 
sometimes feel that they are at the bottom of the food chain d on a project 
at the last minute, when many critical decisions have already been made. 

Often, mistakes could have been avoided if the exterior decorator had been 
brought in earlier — before the bulldozers roll in. Too often, a steep flight of 
steps must be negotiated to bring a breakfast tray from the kitchen to the deck; 
the swimming pool is a big blue hole next to the driveway; or the main terrace 
overlooks the neighbors' satellite dishes. Clients seldom allow enough time to 
analyze the potential of a site, discuss in depth the intended use of the space, 
and dream up the ideal garden for themselves, their immediate family, and 
closest friends. Ultimately, the role of the exterior decorator is not to make a 
"perfect" gardenscape, but to insure that the exterior of a house works for the 
people who live in it. The conscious purchasing decisions clients make as a 
result empower them to enjoy the outdoors on their own terms. Hiring an 
exterior decorator will add emotional square footage to a home by extending 
its comfort zone beyond the front porch. 

How do you begin? To initiate the process, owners and their exterior 
decorator take a long and leisurely promenade, first around the house, looking 
at it from the road and the garden, then inside, to survey the views from the 
various terraces and windows. One needs to stroll through every single room 
to evaluate the possibilities of a site. "The inside and the outside go together," 
says Albert Hadley, from the famed Parish Hadley decorating firm. "What goes

on out there should reflect the same sensibility as 
what goes on indoors. There should be a sympa- 
thetic connection between the two.” 

It's wise to take pictures during this initial 
phase — one or two rolls of print film showing 
close-ups of architectural details, moldings, and 
textures. Better not rush this process: a good exte- 
rior decorator is as patient as a gardener. Each site 
is unique, different early in the morning, at sunset, 
or under the moonlight. 

On that first visit, it’s not a bad idea for the 
exterior decorator to bring a couple of pieces of 
furniture to the house, put them on the terrace, and 
let the homeowners test them for size, fit, and com- 
fort. Impromptu cardboard cutouts that mimic the 
silhouette of a sculpture, a fountain, or a fence can 
also come in handy. Five borrowed chairs lined up 
in a row can give a pretty good idea of where a 
bench should go — and how long it should be. The 
scale of outdoor furniture is misleading: monumen- 
tal in the showroom, a bench will look small once 
placed on a grassy bluff or under a tree. 

This hands-on approach gets everyone to have 
fun and relax. Indeed, there are many principles 
involved with designing an outdoor environment, 
but none is as critical as creating a sense of ease, 
play, and respite. 


First Principle: COMFORT 


The world of exteriors should be as comfortable as 
the world of interiors. The booming "casual furni- 
ture" market — as the outdoor-furnishing business 
is called — reflects the fact that we lead more casual 
lives. It doesn't mean, unfortunately, that we spend 
more time outside. In fact, more often than not, 
outdoor-furniture is used inside homes, to create a 
faux-garden mood. So why not return the compli- 
ment and make gardens more like interiors: more 
comfortable and more residential in feeling. 

This doesn't translate to having more cushions 
on patio furniture! To make the outdoors more 
comfortable, you need to create a sense of scale 
between the individual and the big emptiness out 
there. You can achieve this result with objects that 
guide your eye from place to place: an urn, a bench, 
an awning, or tree-filled planters that subdivide a 
large terrace into smaller, less-daunting leafy units. 

The most important function of exterior deco- 
ration is to create a sense of comfort. As Oscar Wilde 
once observed: "Nature is uncomfortable. Grass is 
hard and lumpy and damp, and full of dreadful 
black insects." Outdoor furniture sometimes adds 
to this malaise. Chairs and benches can be heavy, 
with rigid mesh, narrow slats, spiky wicker, and 
rough edges. The first imperative is to use proper 
adult garden furniture that is not too stiff or saggy. 

Ergonomics are critical — sitting upright in a 
garden is actually more relaxing than sloughing 
backward. Well-designed, an outdoor environment 
can play a major role in modern life: It is a place to 
relax, refocus, and restore your energy. To quote the 
Beverly Hills Hotel's motto: "Sometimes the Only 
Way to Advance is to Retreat." Anything that en- 
courages people to interact with the outdoors is 
beneficial to them — from speakers in the form of 
rocks scattered on a lawn to high-definition televi- 
sion screens on the patio. 


Second Principle: 
APPROAC ILITY 


Make the house more approachable from the out- 
side. There is something unmistakably friendly and 
humanizing about a house with garden furniture 
visible from the driveway. It is a manifestation of 
the sense of hospitality of people who live in it. It's 
confusing to drive up to a house and not know 
which way to go. A piece of sculpture or a line of 
tree planters will help sort the main entrance from 
the service alley. Strategically placed, selected ob- 
jects will help visitors find their way around. 

The presence of outdoor furnishing not only 
welcomes the eye, but also directs it. A couple of 
chairs around a small table indicate proximity to the 
living room. A larger dining table under a tree will 
suggests that the kitchen is not far away. And if, in 
the distance, strollers notice a bench turned away 
from them, they'll be tempted to walk to it, its 
direction informing them that there is in front of it 
a vista worth contemplating. 


Third Principle: THE TABLE 


Start with a good table. Interestingly enough, it's 
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not the chairs or the benches that are most useful 
outside, but the tables. They create layers between 
you and the ground. They dictate where you sit and 
what you do. A folding table is a great purchase 
because it's easy to transport around the property. 
Open next to a bench or under a pergola, it becomes 
the promise of a moveable feast. 

When you see four chairs alone, without any 
kind of table in sight, you might as well be looking 
at a black hole. On the other hand, a large table on 
a wide porch can stand on its own, without chairs 
around. “Big tables have a definite presence," notes 
Albert Hadley. "They add a marvelous dimension 
to space, particularly when they hold flower pots, 
candles, or baskets full of freshly-picked tomatoes." 

To choose the right table, the exterior decorator 
thinks about the demographics of a family: the 
number of people who live in the house, their age, 
their needs. Only then are his or her clients asked to 
select the right chair to go with it — one that's most 
comfortable to them because it's the right fit and the 
rightscale. Try as we might, when it comes to chairs, 
one size doesn't fit all. 

There are as many garden chairs as snowflakes. 
Making the selection even more difficult is the fact 
that, in this instance as well as many others, location 
is everything. The same chair will look one way if it 
is on a deck, where it is seen from above, sideways 
and under, and another way if it is placed in the 
dappled shade, surrounded by shrubs and ferns, 
where it will blend with the landscape. 

But clients need not agonize when picking a 
chair. Exterior decorators can facilitate the task by 
pointing out the various possibilities: see-through 
versus solid, metal versus wood, formal versus re- 
laxed, and so on. 

Next comes the bench. Mixing a bench with 
chairs around a table makes the whole seating ar- 
rangement more approachable, more sensual, more 
spontaneous. A bench brings people together. It 
creates community. And if need be, it can stand 
alone, inviting sitters to engage in private conver- 
sations. 

Last but not least, clients will be well-advised 
to invest in one-of-a-kind, hand-crafted objects — 
whether it's an iron gate, a terra-cotta planter, a bird 
cage, or a fountain. Things made by the human 
hand appeal to our curiosity. We immediately want 
to know who made what, when, and why. A single 
hand-carved marble vessel, for example, can evoke 
childhood memories, conjure up romantic fanta- 
sies, and bring back to life the remembrance of 
gardens past. 


Fourth Principle: DAILY LIFE 


Don't let your social calendar stifle your daily rou- 
tines. Most people think of the outdoors as a set-up 
for their parties. As a result, their terraces and patios 
are often too spacious, their tables too large, and 
their chairs too numerous. 

Two smaller tables (one that sits four and an- 
other that sits six) instead of a large one is usually 
the smart solution. When entertaining, there is 
nothing wrong with mixing indoor and outdoor 
furniture — the console on a landing upstairs 
would do fine as an extra table for a party. Things 
don't have to match to work well together. We have 
broken the habit of matching furniture indoors; 
now we have to break this habit outdoors. 

Garden seats should not look like they come 
from a rental house: a set of four matching chairs is 
a maximum. To accommodate a crowd, why not 
add a bench, get two odd chairs in a different mate- 
rial, hang a swing on a porch, and stretch a ham- 
mock between two trees? 

With serendipitous furniture arrangements, 
homeowners are more likely to feel like sitting on 
their terrace with a mug of coffee and the morning 
paper to enjoy their view instead of postponing this 
pleasure until the next labor-intensive weekend 
brunch with friends. 


Fifth Principle: RELAX 
Give yourself permission to relax. Even the most 
hyperactive among us can enjoy listening to birds, 
looking at clouds, and watching the grass grow — 
if given the right opportunity. All you need is a 
good chair, one that doesn't make you fidgety. 
Unless you are lounging on the beach, solitary 
outdoor time is most relaxing when you are sitting 
upright — with proper seat angle, armrest, and 
back support. 
Contrary to popular belief, chairs that make

you feel alert are most restful. Also highly suspicious is the assumption that 
coffee tables are practical, indoors as well as outdoors. Bending over forward 
to grab a magazine or a drink is as awkward as can be. Place a tea table next to 
a chair. Smaller and higher, it will be less cumbersome, put everything you need 
within reach, and eliminate unnecessary body contortions. 


Sixth Principle: THE CHILDREN 


Create outdoors space where children (of all ages) can play. Unlike adults, 
children don’t seem to be as bothered by bugs, heat, or cold...and they love to 
get dirty. The outdoors is their natural element. Yet, like adults, they now spend 
more and more time indoors, watching television and playing computer games. 
It makes one nostalgic for the times when families would fritter away the 
evening in small talk on their mosquito-free front porch (mosquitoes don’t 
venture five feet above ground), with an occasional blanket for warmth and an 
iced drink for air conditioning. 

Gone are those radio days, but the fact remains that a garden that’s well 
designed still appeals to children — or to the child in all of us. To take a measure 
of whether an outdoor space works or not, one should try to imagine how 
children would use it. 

No outdoor environment is ever complete without child-alluring equip- 
ment, whether it’s a sandbox, swing, basketball hoop, or swimming pool with 
a diving board. But remember that when children are around, adults will have 
more incentive to go outside as well, and provision should be made for them 
to be comfortable while they watch their kids. There are still too many play areas 
without comfortable seating for parents to relax and put their feet up.

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Seventh Principle: ALLURE 


We are conditioned to think of convenience rather than comfort or beauty. 
Often, the view is ruined by cars, driveways, swimming pools, barbecues, and 
air-conditioning units too close to the house. One of the functions of exterior 
decoration is to restore the sensuality and the mystery of the landscape. 

1) Do this with fences. They can be used to keep out visual pollution. Wattle 
fences can successfully to block out the neighbor's cars, their satellite dishes, 
recycling bins, and utility sheds. Whether made of wood or metal, fences come 
with ornamental finials, decorative inserts, fancy railings, hardware, and swags 
that create the most sensual graphic diversion. 

2) Do this with sculpture: antique marbles, bird baths, old stone benches, 
or urns overflowing with petunias. By becoming the focus of an outdoors area, 
sculpture can direct your attention away from the more utilitarian aspects of a 
garden and invite you to experience the poetry of nature. 

3) Do this with textures. Mix old and new, wood and metal, paint and 
patina. If your house has a lot of wood or gray fieldstone, you may want to 
chose painted metal furniture in contrast. Also mix good modern design pieces 
with good antiques or reproductions. Then let the natural bleaching of the sun 
turn all your wood furniture silvery gray. Beware of rust, whether the piece is 
old or new. Be ever so careful when buying antique garden furniture that's 
falling apart; these rusted beauties are nearly impossible to restore. 

4) Do it with color. Garden furniture used to come in shades of mustard, 
dark purple, red rust, and French blue-green. Today, there is an extremely 
limited color palette available commercially: basic white, dark green, and black 
— in flowery patterns or stripes. Exterior decorators will help their clients dare 
to break the color code and use an unconventional palette on an umbrella, brick 
wall, awning, or occasional cushion. 

Outdoor upholstering alone will not brighten things up. For one thing, 
cushions are not comfortable in the long run. Filled with water-repellent mate- 
rial and covered with coarse material, they soon feel lumpy. Well-designed 
garden furniture doesn't need cushioning to conform to the body. 


Conclusion 
More than a straight-forward service, exterior decorating is a process. Day in 
and day out, I find myself giving advice to clients on everything and anything 
— from where to eat on a terrace to how to get rid of mosquitoes; from why and 
when to wash away salt deposits on chairs to where to store towels near the 
pool. Relentlessly, I stop homeowners from buying tables that are too big and 
benches that are too small. Last but not least, I make sure they don't end up 
staring at their air-conditioning units or their Mercedes Benz while having 
cocktails on their patio. 

The first mandate of exterior design is to help people create comfortable 
and individualized outdoor environments so that they have reasons to step 
outside and take that proverbial deep breath. m

dug out as well), I removed several small groups and clipped the rest back. This 
created open areas into which I later built stone-faced planters. Already the area 
seemed considerably larger, but much more was still possible. I wanted to 
divide the long axis into three separate-but-joined areas all of their own purpose 
and composition, yet all combining to form a unified whole. This combination 
of separation and unification is of great importance in creating a sense of 
expansion in limited spaces. 

Creating another horizontal plane within an area (by terracing) lifts the eye 
and carries it further toward some remote point, especially if the termination 
of the vista is not completely apparent. The proportion of the vertical plane to 
the horizontal planes created is important. If too tall, it stops the eye, and thus 
the motion, creating a barrier rather than a transition and makes the horizontal 
plane seem smaller. If too low, it simply looks unnecessary and foolish. Like- 
wise, the proportions of the two horizontal planes is important. Each area 
should be large enough to invite use, appear functional, and support the 
necessary aesthetic elements to render it beautiful (sufficient planting, for 
example). Further, one area should not be so large as to make the other look 
small. 

To begin this division into separate rooms I built a (low) 18-in. wall in an 
arc, creating an upper platform. I made the upper plane about 20 ft. deep, giving 
it ample room to allow for a thicket of planting (to help screen traffic noise) and 
a fountain which would serve to catch the eye from the garden entrance, 
creating a very definite sense of extension upon entry from the deck or street. 
The falling water also serves to hide unwanted noise. The curve of the fountain 
wall harmonizes with the curve of the retaining wall, contributing to the sense 
of unity of place, an important consideration, especially when intentionally 
creating divisions. I could have made this plane a little larger without harm, but 
had I made it any smaller it would then have seemed too small and confined in 
comparison to its lower mate. 

I further divided the lower patio created by this retaining wall with an arbor 
(soon to be covered in roses) creating an intimate sitting area near the deck 
which flows into the larger, more formal area allowing for the circulation of 
guests or simply inviting the visitor onward. These three separate-yet-joined 
spaces give the sense that the garden just goes on and on. Detailed with water 
gardens, flowing lines created by random placement of bluestone, and rich 
planting groups (as previously discussed), furthers this sense of expanding 
space, infinitely detailed. Here one is invited to enjoy the vista from the 
redwood deck, sit quietly in the intimate patio by the lower pool, throw a party 
with 40 guests, sit on the lawn in the upper terrace and dangle one's feet in the 
pond, pick flowers, dine, or tend to the garden. Limits to what one can do here 
have been lessened through design. 


Go Down To Get Out 


This next landscape (Project VI) doesn't appear to ever have had a size limita- 
tion, but it was, in fact, completely unusable. There was a somewhat level area 
off the deck, about 12 ft. wide and running the length of the house. This slightly 
sloping surface dropped suddenly in a slope that ran down to the rear property 
line about 40 ft. beyond. The edict from the owner to me was, "find a way to 
put a pool in here or I’m moving." 


VI. BEFORE: A sloped site with a small level area offers little outdoor living. Here is 
where we placed the pool. 


There are two ways to enlarge the living area of a slope. Build a wall at the 
bottom of the slope and fill with soil (thereby eliminating it) or terrace. Though 
others favored the first solution, proposing a $100,000 concrete wall, I felt a more 
aesthetic (and less expensive) approach appropriate. Cutting deeply into the 
slope with a nearly vertical slice and retaining the subsequent bank with large 
boulders allowed me to level out the grade at the base of the slope. This 
generated about 30 ft. of level area, which is where we put the pool, spa, cabana, 
gardens, water garden, and walkways. 

These "after" images were taken eleven years after construction. The owner 
told me recently that he floats out on the water, looks around, and still cannot 
believe it. All the result of a little site planning with the purpose of enlarging 
through design. E

Brown University’s Haffenreffer Museum of Anthropology is one of New 
England's leading centers for research on Native American material culture. 
Ann Beha Associates prepared a master plan that assessed the museum's 
existing collections and programs, evaluated a proposed new site in downtown 
Providence, R.L, and explored design alternatives and costs for moving the 
museum to the new site. This plan led to the purchase of the site and the 
selection of the firm as architects for the project — the first new Ivy League 
museum in decades. 

After planning for a chapel restoration and expansion on the campus of St. 
Mark's School, a prep school in Southbourgh, Mass., Ann Beha Associates is 
now designing a new 33,000-sq.ft. residence hall. Thieriot Hall will provide four 
faculty apartments, rooms for 45 students, common living and study spaces, 
and a suite of administrative offices all within a brick-and-shingle building of 
a comfortable, homey scale. For this project the architects did extensive research 
on the experiences of other prep schools and the constantly shifting nuances of 
student lifestyles.

Moving Toward Modern 

In addition to designing more new buildings, Ann Beha Associates is securing 
more commissions for projects that involve renovation and expansion of Mod- 
ern movement architecture. At Restoration ‘98 this past March, Beha delivered 
a plenary address titled "Modernism and Renovation." Her remarks were 
refreshingly bold and judicious, starting with "Modernism is fascinating and 


ABA directed the $8.2-million renovation of Jordan Hall, the New England Conservatory of Music's 1,000-seat concert hall. The 
project, completed in 1995, included improved mechanical systems, ADA upgrades, an overall refurbishing of seating and inte- 
rior finishes, and a complete lighting overhaul. The 1903 hall, much celebrated for its acoustics, had grown dark and dirty. ABA 
started by repainting and refinishing the interior surfaces, including the gold-colored aluminum leaf of the proscenium arch, and

frustrating." Because we have a hard time making judgments about our imme- 
diate past, says Beha, "We will inevitably make some mistakes about what gets 
preserved, altered, or destroyed. What is powerful is that in regulatory and 
academic environments there is far more open dialog on this topic than there 
has been at other moments of alteration and destruction." 

Beha says that they are always looking at the edge of culture and the 
architectural expressions associated with that edge. She expresses no fear of the 
edge, either. “Ihave no problem looking at Modernism or Post-Modernism. But 
I want to look at these buildings and the movements that created them in a 
deeper way. There are more profound messages and references in these struc- 
tures than are immediately apparent.” 
While Beha says she never wants to look at 
a building as a fixed piece with no alterna- 
tive, she grants there are distinctions within 
the huge mass we call “Modern.” Some 
buildings were extraordinary in their time 
and continue to be so. Call them icons, they 
merit a place in our protected collection. 
Even for the less-than-icons, Beha advo- 
cates to “go at the spirit of the work,” and 
not dwell on feet and inches debates. Fore- 
most, she says, “Our job is to make sure we 
don’t change things for arbitrary reasons.” 


Designing for the Arts 


While the firm’s work with these buildings 
includes preserving them, more often than 
not it means designing new buildings and 
alterations that are complementary. For the 
Sterling & Francine Clark Institute of Art in 
Williamstown, Mass., it provided all three. 
The Institute’s buildings were constructed 
in 1955 and 1973 to house a collection of 
19th-century decorative arts and an art his- 
tory research library. Ann Beha Associates’ 
expansion and renovation included a new 
building of over 6,000 sq.ft. providing a 
special exhibition gallery, library facitlities 
and multi-purpose meeting space; under- 
ground library storage utilizing a compact 
stacks system; and a two-story addition to 
the 1973 building. Next on the docket at the 
Clark is a new conservation center and vis- 
iting-scholars residence. In Kalamazoo, 
Mich., construction is wrapping up on Ann 
Beha Associates’ addition and renovation 
of the Kalamazoo Institute of Arts. The ar- 
chitects have preserved the design intent of 
the Institute’s 1959 glass-and-steel pavilion 
while adding a new entrance and a 24,000- 
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Boston's Symphony Hall, considered one of the top three concert halls in the world, 
celebrates its centennial in 2000. In 1997 ABA was retained to develop a phased 
program of improvements for this McKim Mead and White masterpiece. The work, 
on target for a debut in 2000, will cover everything from restrooms to paint schemes.

In Portland, Ore., a new director and an active board are undertaking a major 
expansion of the Portland Art Museum to reinvigorate its place in the city’s 
cultural life and accommodate special exhibitions. Ann Beha Associates’ ongo- 
ing work has played a key design role in the fundamental changes taking place 
within this institution. 

The Portland Museum is a complex of four buildings and a sculpture mall 
on a full-block site. Three of the buildings were designed by the well-regarded 
Modern-movement architect Pietro Belluschi. (Born in 1899 and practicing until 
his death in 1994, Belluschi can literally be called an architect of the 20th 
century.) The initial project involved renovations to the original 1931 museum 
and its 1938 addition, both two-story buildings of brick and travertine —

Clear Thinking 


Asked what she has learned from working with buildings of 
the recent past, Beha speaks of methodologies and satisfac- 
tions. There is a different kind of satisfaction with Modern 
movement buildings, she says. “The public perception and 
appreciation of your work is different. With a 19th-century 
restoration people marvel at the robust display of craft and 
the fact that such a building will likely never be built again. 
With 20th-century buildings there is public acknow- 
ledgment, but less often public awe.” Methodologies, how- 
ever, run true from one era to another. “If you are interested 
in understanding issues, precedent and design intent of 19th- 
or early-20th-century buildings, you should be looking at the 
same issues for mid-century buildings and your own new 
work.” 

Asked what guides her work, Beha offers a thoughtful, 
indirect answer. She believes that most people doing archi- 
tecture have a great deal of difficulty standing back and 
verbalizing what makes them do what they do. Creative 
influences are so deeply imbedded in one’s personality and 
background that they cannot always be distinguished. “It’s 
who you are,” she says, and who you are shows up all the 
time. Yet Beha is clear on certain principles. Her firm’s work 
must be technically well-resolved, timeless in style, funda- 
mentally maintainable, environmentally responsible, and 
beautiful . . . “arrestingly beautiful." What Beha cares about 
most, however, is making sure the architecture contributes 
significantly toward bringing about the desired change in an 
institution. "That's what architecture is supposed to do,” she 
says. That's Beha wisdom at work. m
